said to be fugitives from justice; Guerin being 
charged with having embezzled 10,000 dollars 
belonging to Mr. Blache, the Collector of the 
Taxes for the city of New Orleans, with some 
five or six thousand dollars besides—and Riviere 
having forged a note of eighteen hundred dollars. 
The, newspaper called ‘‘ The Bee,’’ furnished 
the intelligence, and as it was published in no 
other of the New Orleans papers of that date, 
and as ‘‘ The Bee,’’ has but a limited circula 
tion in this place, it was soon discovered that 
the numbers of this paper were all missing; not 
one could be found. he gentlemen, however, 
in the mean time, had scarcely secured a pas- 
sage for Havana, by the schooner Lash, then 
lying over the bar and waiting for a wind. It 
was at this period that four individuals, citizens 
of this place, two of whom had held responsible 
offices in the corporation, and one of them yet 
a member of the city polive, made application to 
4 magistrate for authority to appreheod Guerin 
sud Riviere, they Obtained a warrant, and pro- 
ceeded as fur as Dog River, where they found 
the delinquents; the circumstances that follow- 
ed their apprehension, the sequel may, perhaps, 
disclose; all that we know in regard to the mat- 
ter, is, that the aforesaid four individuals returned 
to the city the next day without their prison- 
ers, and that it was reported, one of the party 
had landed them on the opposite shore of the 
bay. Rumor, with her hundred tongues, was 
soon busy in hinting that the booty obtained 
from the unfortunate individuals at New Or- 
leans, had been subjected to another divisicn— 
and sundry doubloons and a valuable gold watch, 
in the hands of a certain individual, were said to 
give plausibility to the intimations; nothing ex- 
plicit, however, transpired, until the arrival of 
the last Florida mail. 

The Pensacola Gazette of the Sih instant 
states, that Guerin and Riviere had arrived at 
that place and were immediately apprehended. 
The following extract from the report of the ex-- 
aminations, published by Mr. Parmentier, the 
magistrate before whom they were taken, will 
prove interesting to all those who have a regard 
for the character of our city, and its police. 
‘*Mr. Riviere being interrogated upon the 
publications against hun, answered that he had 
found bimself unable to make a personal defence, 
at the time of the discovery in New Orleans, 
except by endangering a father of five children, 
aman for whom he felt great affection and wes 
under great obligations; that he had sacrificed 
himself in quitting New Orleans to cover the re- 
putation of his friend; but that an arrangement 
had been made since his departure; that Mr. 
Cucollo, the gentleman whose notes had been 
altered, had received full satisfaction; and in 
proof of this, had procured him a passport for 
the Havana. We asked to see that passport, 
and the letter of Mr. Cucollo in which it was 
said to have been inclosed, and were answered 
that every piece of paper belonging to him was 
in his trunk on board the schooner Lash, bound 
from Mobile to Cuba. We inquired about his 
connection with Mr. J. Guerin, and whether the 
latter was indeed pursued for absconding with a 
large sum of public money. Mr. Riviere con- 
feased that Mr. Guerin had been arrested in 
his presence, in Mobile, by four police officers, 
and that he had got out of their hands by brib- 
ing them with his watch worth $200, and 14 
doubloons, which he, Riviere, lent him for that 
purpose; for the security of which said Guerin 
had placed in his hands 19 silver spoons and 19 
silver forks, which, said he, are now ‘** in the 
house of Mr. Joseph Green, where he had slept 
the night before.’’ 

The silver spoons and forks were brought to 
court afler many hearings and several deposi- 
tions by divers individuals, in presence of a great 
many hearers. 

At ten o'clock at night, Mr. Guerin was 
brought to town, and on the 30th, at 10 A. M. 
appeared before the court. 

Except in some immaterial details, Mr. Gue- 
rin contirmed all the circumstances related by 
Mr. Riviere. He went on and said, that at the 
request of Mr. Blaéhe of New Orleans, to whom 
a rich young gentleman of Havana had been 
recommended, he, Mr. Guerin, undertook to set 
up a Coffee House, for the account of that 
young gentleman who was to receive $20,000 
from his father. That the undertaking was 
made with his (Mr. Guerin's) notes endorsed by 
Mr. Blache; that those notes having come to 
maturity, and no funds provided by the youn 
man, it had become necessary to pay them wah 
the funds in hand, whatever had been their ori- 
gin.
